Allen Swope, postmaster, bas re­ 
ceived a list of clothing, tools, safes, 
carpenter supplies etc., to be sold 
by the United States governtuent on 
mail orders. 
The goods offered for 
sale are all new and were bought by 
the government for use in the World 
war and were never used. 
The list contains a large number 
of useful articles that can be bought 
for much less than the prices asked 
at the retail stores. 
No shoes arc 
contained in the list but a large num­ 
ber of other useful items are listed 
including rubber boots, woolen army 
blankets, artic* and numerous arti­ 
cles. 
The government has establish­ 
ed stores at Jeffersonville, Indian­ 
apolis, Louisville and Lexington, Kv. 
No orders by mail will be filled ex­ 
cept at the Jeffersonville store* 
Not 
more than one hundred and twenty- 
five pounds can be shipped by parcel 
post. 
All mail orders of more than 
$2 will be insured by the govern­ 
ment. 
Several weeks ago the government 
conducted a sale of foodstuffs and a 
large number of orders were placed 
through the local postoffice. 
How­ 
ever, none 
of the 
purchases has 
arrived as yet but it was stated at 
the postoffice this morning that they 
would arrive in a short time. 
The 
government 
store at 
Chicago was 
out of some of the foodstuff- ord­ 
ered by local people and will be un­ 
able to famish them. In such cases the 
purchaser- will l>e refunded their 
money. 
The articles contained in the list 
just received 
at the 
postoffice arc 
now subject to order it 
is under­ 
stood. 
According to the plan, all 
purchases will be made direct from 
the retail store at Jeffersonville and 
not through 
the loea I postoffice 
However, 
it will he 
necessary for 
those desiring to place orders to ap­ 
ply at the local postoffice for an ord­ 
er blank.

Helmeted Soldiers Patrol the Streets 
in Omaha Where Order Has 
Been Restored.

Omaha, September 30.—Rain and 
American doughboys today quieted 
Omaha's riot fever. 
Helmeted so l­ 
dier.- patrolled the 
city 
with com­ 
panies guarding the blackened stone 
arid marble court house fired by a 
mob in forcing officers to give up a 
negro, accused of assault, who was 
lynched. 
Regular soldiers poured 
into the city from all nearby camps 
and 
torts. 
They 
were completely 
equipped from observation balloons 
to armored trucks 
and were under 
the 
direct 
supervision 
of Major- 
Geenral Leonard Wood, commander 
of the central department. 
Omaha reflected on the riots with 
a divided mind. 
Civic leaders de­ 
manded of court officials meeting to ­ 
day an immediate investigation with 
punishment 
for “those 
guilty 
of 
murder.” 
Society leaders and oth­ 
er- frankly approved 
the lynching 
as a warning that 
the city will be 
made safe for womanhood. 
Mayor 
Smith was reported recovering, but 
among the fifty-seven other wound­ 
ed. several were expected to die.
